Calves that scour are treated in the 
following manner: As soon as symp­ 
toms appear from two to four table­ 
spoonfuls of castor oil are mixed with 
me-half pint of milk and given to the 
calf. This is followed iii from four to 
dx hours by a teaspoonful of a mix 
rure of one part salol aud two parts 
mbnitrate of bismuth. This, too, can 
ae given in one-half pint of milk, or the 
powder may be placed on the calfs 
tongue and washed dow’n with a small 
amount of milk. 
The allowance of 
feed should he reduced at once and 
not increased until the condition of the 
•alf warrants. In mild cases castor oil 
is unnecessary and therefore can be 
omitted.—Wisconsin Agricultural Col­ 
lege.

As indicating costs in other sections 
of country, the state highway commis 
Bioner of Michigan reported that in 
1913 the average cost for macadam 
roads was $4,SOO per mile, day-gravel 
roads $1,500 per mile, and concrete 
roads about $10,000 per mile. 
The 
average cost of state highways con­ 
structed in Ohio two years ago was 
$3,383. 
According to types, in 1912 
the brick-paved highways averaged 
$14,650 per mile and the macadam 
highways $5,950. 
In California the first 356 miles of 
the state system of highways cost an 
average of $8,14S per mile and con­ 
sisted principally of thin concrete with 
a thin coat of bitumen. The maximum 
and minimum figures given are not ab 
solute, but are intended to present the 
usual range of costs. The rates given 
include grading, drainage, surfacing 
and engineering costs.

SUNSHINE FOR POULTRY MITE 


One of Best Disinfectants as Well as 
Great Foe to Insect— Keep the 
Henhouse Clean. 


Everyone knows the gray poultry 
mite which takes on a distinct reddish 
cast after the meal of blood, 
it is 
Commonest in dark, damp, dirty poul­ 
try houses where it thrives upon filth, 
and the logical remedies recommend­ 
ed by T. J. Talbert of the Missouri 
college of agriculture are sunshine, 
ventilation, aud cleanliness. The hen­ 
house should bo so constructed tb it 
it can easily be kept clean and th it 
there will be no cracks or crevices in 
the roosts or elsewhere' to furnish 
hiding places for the mite during the 
daytime when they are not on tile 
fowds. 
They feed at night, crawling 
from fowl to fowl, so that one info*, t- 
ed bird may introduce them into Hie 
entire Hock. 
Sunshine is one of the best disin­ 
fectants as well as a great foe to the 
mite, and it should be given access to 
just as much of the henhouse as pos­ 
sible 
Regular spraying with kero­ 
sene emulsion, strong tobacco solu­ 
tions. or commercial stock dips will 
help greatly. Commercial lime sulphur 
and miscible oils put on tho market 
in such form that they will mix read­ 
ily with water for use in spraying 
orchards are also helpful in combat­ 
ing the mite. 
One application is not enough and 
the spray should be repeated in about 
a week in order to kill the young 
which m ay have developed from the 
eggs laid about the roosts or in the 
filth before tile first spraying.

SACRED HEART NEXT OLDEST IN STATE 


Present Site Was Purchased In 1856 
— Founded By Three Nuns at 
That Tim e— School Is Lov­ 
ed By Everybody. 


St. Joseph, Mo., May 15.—Mother!

Superior Sheahan, at the head of the 
Academy of tho Sacred Heart, has re­ 
ceived word that tile institution is to I 
be closed at the end of the present 
school year, 
says 
the 
St. 
Joseph 
Ga7.ette. 
The notice w'as 
from 
the 
head­ 
quarters of the order in Rome. Moth­ 
er Superior Sheahan, when seen Sat­ 
urday at the convent, said that, ex­ 
cept that the^order ha* been received, 
she had no statement to make at this 
time. 
She said she will know' more 
about what will be done in a week] 
or so. 
The closing of the convent, which j 
has been in successful operation here' 
for more than sixty years, and is the! 
second oldest school of the kind in 
Missouri, has caused keen disappoint­ 
ment among many St. Joseph people, 
especially those who received their 
education in the institution. 
In the earlier days, when the pub­ 
lic school system w*as not developed 
as it is now, many St. Joseph young 
women received their entire educa­ 
tion in the Academy of the Sacred 
Heart, and the-institution is held dear 
by hundreds of women who spent their 
school days on the hill at Twelfth and 
Messanie streets, where the institu­ 
tion is situated. 
Students came to St. Joseph from 
all parts of tile west to attend tho 
school which was probably at the 
height of its prosperity thirty or forty 
years ago. 
\ 
When friends here learned of the 
contemplated closing of the convent 
they expressed the hope that some 
means will be found fey keeping the 
doors open in the years to come. 
The Order of the Sacred Heart is 
one of the old orders at the Catholic 
church anti in Europe many w'omen 
of royal blood belong. 
It bas educa­ 
tional institutions 
in 
nearly 
every 
part of the world. 
The scnool in St. Joseph was started 
in June, 1853, when four nuns of the 
order came here from St. Louis. For 
sixtv-three years the school has been 
in operation. The first month of the 
school IOO pupils were enrolled, and 
in the early eighties thirty nuns wrere 
needed to look after the school and 
its activities. 
The present site was purchased just 
sixty years ago. 
Tt is on one of the 
highest hills of St. Joseph, about a 
block north of the Central high school, 
and has a commanding view of the 
Missouri river, the valley, and hills 
beyond in Kansas. 
T he school was 
in operation in its newr home a veal 
after the site was purchased. 
The present building is 120 by 60 
feet and three stories high, with a 
mansard roof, and a tow'er w'hich can 
be seen from nearly all parts of the 
city. 
The building w'as badly dam­ 
aged in 1871 W'hen the roof was torn 
away by a storm. 
The repairs cost 
about $20,000.* 
The property is valued at $100,000. 
For w’hat purpose the building will 
be used if the school is finally aban­ 
doned, has not been stated.

disheveled 
khaki. 
“Christian manhood, like muscular 
or mental power, is only to be main­ 
tained by its use,” he said. 
“I call 
upon the ministers 
of 
this 
land to 
rouse to action that 
vast 
horde of 
christian men enrolled 
in churches, 
but seldom in the pcwrs, who are only 
waiting for some 
service 
which re­ 
quires manly qualities in order to be 
again brought 
into 
active 
relation 
with the churches. The day for the 
preaching of a Gospel looking toward 
the preparation of the individual for 
a passage to the skies on flowery 
beds of ease has passed, and it may 
never return. 
“The 
inactive 
army 
of christian 
men will be drawn into service the 
more quickly when they come to rec­ 
ognize the brotherhood of man as a 
necessary corollary 
to 
the father­ 
hood of God. 
An 
interesting 
and 
unique argument recently 
advanced 
for compulsory 
military 
service in 
this country is that the sons of the 
well to do families of our communi­ 
ties might thereby

noon by B. F. Yoakum, one of the lead­ 
ing shareholders in the American Am­ 
munition company and formerly chair­ 
man of the board of directors of the 
St. Louis and San Francisco railroad. 
Yoakum bared the 
entire 
transac­ 
tion, and directly connected J. Wesley 
Allison 
with 
the 
alleged 
scandal, 
showing that of the $475,000 commis­ 
sion which he (Yoakum) was to get 
as his share for negotiating the fuse 
contract one-half was to go to Alli­ 
son. 
The latter, however, has issued 
orders providing for payments to third 
parties. 
According to Yoakum, who said he 
would produce the papers, 
the 
pay­ 
ments are to be made as follows: 
To Ma hie Edw ards, sister-in-law* and 
secretary to Allison, $105,000. 
To Major George Washington Ste­ 
phens, Montreal, $10,000. 
To Col. William McBain, a protege 
of Gen. Sir Ham Hughes, $30,000. 
To Eugene Lignanti, $50,000. 
The money, however, is being paid 
as received from the war office fol­ 
lowing the delivery of fuses, and so 
far only $61,717 has been remitted. 
Out of this pro rata payments have 
been made as follows: 
To Stephens, 
$1,299; McBain, $3,899; Lignanti, $6,- 
500, and Miss Edwards, $16,809. 
Yoakum began w ith a detailed his-1 
tory of himself and was very frank in I 
telling of his relations with Allison. 
He said that while he had known him 
casually before, his business relations 
with Allison beang only in February. 
At that time the medium in bringing 
them"together was H. J. Mackel, an 
Ottawa man, w ho had helped engineer 
the big Russian shell order for the 
Canada Car company. 
Says He Paid Allison $25,000. 
Shortly after meeting Allison, Yoa­ 
kum and he created two corporations, 
the British American company and the 
Allison Supply company. 
They were 
designed to get after war orders, but 
subsequently they were disbanded.

Last April he went to Allison and 
interested him in proposed cartridge 
contracts for large amounts.

Hughes, Allison, who was to share in 
any commission, being with the min­ 
ister of war at the time. 
Tho cartridge proposition did not go 
through, but on the occasion of their 
visit Yoakum heard of the fuse con­
